Apropos to tlie opening of the 
1924-26 term of the Kentucky 
School for the Deaf, a Danville 
frlentl has supplied ns witli the fol¬ 
lowing ohaugea in tlie ourriculum : 

Mr. Madison J. Leu Is in charge 
as Piincipal, succeeding Mr. El wood 
Sievensou, who is now Superinten¬ 
dent of the Minnesota Sciiool. B'or 
some years Mr. Lee ran a large 
farm near Danville, lint on the lOtb 
iiisi., be had a big sale and dispos¬ 
ed of all Ills farm property—stock, 
crops, machinery, etc. For years 
we have lieen afraid we would lose 
Mr. Lee from tide work, hut he has 
now burned his hiidges behind him 
and Is, apparently, iu the profession 
to stay. 

Miss Sara Miller, Snpeivlscr of 
older girls, resigtiud last June, and 
is succeeded by Miss Ma el Harris, 
of NicliolHsville, Ky., who gradual 
ed at Hie school several years ago. 

Miss Mary Wooislayer, who was 
head Supervisor of older girls last 
year, has lieen relieved of her duties 
ill this line, and will give all her 
time to Hie teacliing of fancy 
needlework, and to liei classes in 
physical culture. 

, Ml. Samuel Craig, a young Centre 
College man, who taught English in 
the Aeadeuiio department last year, 
lias gone to Washington to take the 
Normal course at Gallaudet. His 
place is taken hy Mr. Charles B. 
Grow, of Enitou, Mo., who was a 
Nnimal Fellow al Qallaudet College 
last year. Mr. Grow is Hie son of 
Mr Charles M. Grow, a teacher in 
the Missonri school, and the grand 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. 
Grow, who were teacheis in tlie

Bcliouls many years ago. . 

Tlie opening attendance was the 
largest in many years.

II. Scliaitbw, superintendent of 
school gardening, [lointsout:— 

“ Widle tlie gardener has many 
enemies belonging to the Insect 
world, he should not fail to re- 
congiiize Ida friends. I saw some 
hoys Hie other day who were tortui- 
ing a garter snake. They had a 
string tied around it and were 
pestering the life out the poor iittie 
fellow. It is tine tliat there ain 
some kinds of snakes which are 
harmful lo man, imt these little 
garter siiakea are one of the 
gardener’s best allies. They de- 
stroy many in.secta wliich are some 
of tlie gardener’s worst enemies. 
Lizards are also henefloial I” the 
garden. 

“ I have heard many superatitiona 
about loads. Among them iaoiie— 
that if 3 'ou touch a toad you will get 
a wart on yonr hand. Another is 
tliat if a toad is Hocidentally killed 
it will rain. One belief is as foolish 
as the Ollier. Tliere are some large 
gardeners wlio actually pay lioys 
for gathering toads for them that 
they may liave plenty In their gar- 
dena. Of all the harmless iittie 
friends a gaidener can possibly 
have, the tua<i is ceiiainly one of 
the very best. Some one lias said 
that a lively load is worth aa high 
aa $20 to some ganieners. Tlie 
United Slates de[iarlment of 
agriculture has estimated that a 
single Joad in a garden will destroy 
between .3,000 and 4,000 iusecls in 
a month. 

“Toads travel about and hiiut 
for their food mostly at night. In 
the daytime they like to rest nnder 
boaids or hide in other daik places. 
It Is well lo afford a few such plaoea 
for tliem if you wish to keep them 
in Hie garden. ’It is also well to 
provide a sinali iiool of water for 
them ”

A summary of “ The Deaf of 
Ollier Coiintiies,” by Mr. T. L. An¬ 
derson, teaclier in charge of indus¬ 
trial work, Iowa debool: 

Mexico has at pre.sent ouly one 
school for the deaf, situated at .Mex¬ 
ico City. The school apparenllv 
favors the oral method, but signs 
and Anger Hpelling are used. The 
pupils are taught trades ami art 
work, many of them being yif Latin 
lemperMineut. There iieing no 
compiils’ory attendance law, and the 
parents of many of .Mexico’s deal 
ctiildreu buiug illiterate, a large 
proiMirlion of the if.'af aie not 
hrougiit into contact with the school 
at Mexico City. The adult deaf 
are not doing well at making a liv¬ 
ing. 

There are five scliools for the deaf 
in Brazil, largeet and ricliest ol 
.Soulli America leputdics. There is 
now an a.sHOciatioti of deaf adults in 
Rio de Janeiro, which is doing gooti 
work, aided by a friendly press. 
Brazilian deaf are nyw being given 
opportunilies fur leiigioii.s insirnc- 
Lion tlirougli the iiitnsliiction of in¬ 
terpreters ill the cbui'ches using the 
French system of signs. Although 
tlie Mp[iHient iiegleci of the deaf 
childien is striking, >et it is to be 
hoperi that this rich repuhlic will 
awake to it.s humanitarian duty and 
provide adequate financial backing 
for proper schools for the deaf. 

Nothing is <lone for tlie deaf of 
Peru and Bolivia. Botli countries 
are bankrupt governments. It is 
said to bn a Peruvian joke that a 
deaf person is singularly Ideesed by 
Providence sinew Peruvians talk 
entirely too much. Consequently 
the “ splendid isolation ” of the 
Peruvian deaf is not interfered 
with by officious educators. 

In Chile lliere are two scliools 
both small, one for Imys and the 
other for girls. The forme 
school is conducted strictly under 
the German system and is pro 
nounced efficient aud faiily well 
equipped. The industries taught 
here are printing, Imokbinding 
carpentry and sboemaking. The 
course covers from four to six 
y-ars, entirely too short a time 
The progress alrea<ly made is sai<l 
to have been really wouileiful, as 
the school lias hail to struggle fur 
goveiumeut sup[sjrt.. The other 
school IS a Catholic nuunery, and 
visitors are not admitted. The 
gills are kept as long as the par 
euts will i>ermit, and educated by

Tiiese two schools are said to 
be the only ones available to the 
deaf of three countries, Chile 
Peru and Bolivia.. 

Two schools highly rated as 
oral iustitutions are found in 
Argentine. Tlie first sciiotjl, by 
the way. was founded at the in 
stance of a goveinment official 
who bad niarrietl bis niece and 
liarl brought three deaf danghlers 
into the world. In brief, the 
Argentine deaf are well cared fui in 
the way of scinKils. 

I'wo sctiools are friuiid at Monte 
video, Uruguay, boys and girls in 
separate iostitutions after the ciis- 
lom of Strutb American countries 
There are said to Ire very good 
schools from the oral viewiKiint, but 
both handicapped by limited 
fluances. Trades are taught both 
boys aud girls, very good school 
work is done, aud the pupils nrs 
well cared for. 

We have heard more about the 
P^uropean deaf in a general way 
We knew of the e<lucatioual methods 
used in the Englisli, P'reDcli and 
German schools, all of which have 
ba<l their influence on the methods 
used in our own schools, but of tlie 
activities of the deaf after leaving 
-ichool we hear very little. We do 
not seem to have much in coniinon 
with the deaf of PluroiM-ari countries 
not even with the English. 

The school course in England 
covets only four to six years 
Wliile the English deaf are fairly 
well taken care of in industries, 
they have no orgAiiization in any 
way comparatrle to those of the 
American deaf have eHinblished, 
and so they are thrown to a great 
extent each upon his own resrntrees. 

The deaf of Germany seem fo 
have fared iiutte'' during tlie dark 
days of 1914-1918, than those of 
P'rance. A comparatively small 
number of the deaf in Germany, who 
were thrown out of einploymsDt at 
the outbreak of the war, were soon 
provided for in other lines, due to 
Ihe activities of their own co-opera¬ 
tive and fraterii.il societies, and 
those of their instructors and others, 
having their welfare at heart. They 
did gtKXl work in the industries of 
Germany during the war and ^were 
paid good wages. 

On the other hand, Ihe deaf of 
France suffered keenly from re 
serves during tlie conflict, l>eing 
thrown onf of work on every hand, 
aud being kept out of new employ¬ 
ment by a singulat prejudice exist¬ 
ing against them among the gener¬ 
al population. Even the govern¬ 
ment works ruled deaf workmen 
ont of their forces, not even the gov¬ 
ernment printing would admit a 
deaf printer, regardless of his pro¬ 
ficiency. It is said that in P'rauce 
the deaf were in a {SHtuliar danger 
during the war in the vicinity of 
fortifleatioOB and other reetricled 
areas, where their signs we refre- 


qnently mistaken for the gesficula 
lions of spies, and summary action 
taken by the guards. It is sincere¬ 
ly to be hoped that reports coming 
ont of France now bear news of a 
miicli happier state of affairs among 
the hVencIi deaf. 

It is interesting to note that dur¬ 
ing the war a most intense bitter¬ 
ness existed between the French 
and German deaf, a bitterness said 
to have been even more intense 
than that actuating the hostility of 
their hearing brothers, and the 
deaf were very eager to got at each 
other on the flebl of battle. How- 
ev^r, the frightful carnage that 
undoubtedly wuiihl have ensued, 
had hostile dr if iegimani.s conflict¬ 
ed on the field of intfle, was 
prevented by the government 
officials wlio ruled the deaf out of 
the ranks, just as they were ruled 
out in our country. 

The school for the deaf in Turkey 
established several years at Salon¬ 
ika, lias been forceil to close on 
account of the war between Greece 
and Turkey (This article was 
first published In 1921. As for the 
present, liberal provisions have 
been made for the education of the 
deaf ill Ttirkey ) 

In Italy llio deaf are legally 
clas.sed as incapable of attending 
to their own affairs, unless declared 
by the court By a law passed in 
1915, exempting then from military 
service, the deaf are classed with 
the idiotic. Italian deaf are now at 
work seeking to remove these 
restrictions. 

In Russia under the Czar, ac 
cording to Alex Rosen, graduate of 
Gallandet College, who came to 
this country from Russia, the deaf 
wore sadly neglected. In any land 
where human life is so olieap as it 
is in Rassia, there can be no desire 
to convert the deaf into useful 
members of society. Even under a 
more benign form of government, 
the Russians have yet to provide 
scliools and lay the groundwork 
for their education. Rosen claims 
that the <leaf of Russia are few 
and far between, and private 
schools were too costly for any but 
the children of the rich. Parents, 
being sadly illiterate tliemselves, 
do not know of the opportunities 
awaiting their deaf cliinlren con¬ 
tingent upon their education. He 
also claims that the deaf of Russia 
are just as capable of liigh mental 
development as those of America, 
and prays for a speeding of the 
day when American methods of 
education, which he has found far 
superior to European methods 
under which he obtained a part of 
his own education, may be intro¬ 
duced in the land of bis nativity. 

The deaf of Sweden are well 
cared for, as the country is divided 
into seven districts, each having 
its school and its clergyman for 
the deaf. There is mucli oral work 
done under the influence of tlie 
German scliools, liut much manual 
work, also, especially with religious 
worship. The adult deaf, however 
'here said to compare unfavorably 
with the hearing as to moral 
standards, drnnkeoness being 
common fault. Agencies are at 
work to help the deaf secure 
employment and to aid them in 
business and legal matters. 

In China, where the proportion 
of deaf children is said to be much 
greater than here, the work of 
educating the deaf rests practically 
in the hands of the missionaries. 
There are two schools. The matter 
of proper financing has been one of 
the chief ohsfacles in the way of the 
education of the deaf in China. 

Japan now has a national school 
for the deaf, patterning after the 
heat modern schools, iu keeping 
with the Japanese knack of imitat 
ing western civilization. 

There is a ichool in the Philip 
pines for both blind and deaf. The 
school has made creditable progress.
